ARTICLE No, 3 


In this article IT intend to deal 
with the advantage to the investor 
in farm mortages of the Farm Loan 
Act. Agricultural land is recogniz- 
ed everywhere as the safest form of 
security known. It is, however, 
under the present system open to 
several objections. A land mortgage 
is secured by a lien on a single farm 
and so the value of it and the in- 
come from it are governed by 
ditions which may affect that partic- 


con- 


ular farm or farmer from year to 
year. Being written for a short 
period, it may not be sold readily 


by the holder who wishes to realize 
on it. The holder of mortgage 
may not always receive his interest 
with desired regularity, even though 
the borrower may be perfectly good. 
Also, the holder does not 
care to have the principal reduced 
until it is due, Before an investor 
can be induced to place his money 
ina security which yields only a low
